Sayyidina A bdullah Ibn Mas W fM> reported that A llah ’s Messenger &$, said, “If anyone ’ recites a 

letter from the Book of Allah then for him is a piety. And a piety is rewarded tenfold. Ido not say that ‘alif- 
laam-meem ’ is one letter. But ‘alif is a letter, laam ’ is a letter and ‘meem ’ is a letter. ” 
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It has been reported on the authority of 'Amir ibn Wathila [ra] that Nafi * ibn al-Harith [ra] met *Umar 
[ra] at Usfan . ( Umar had appointed him as a governor of Makkah . ‘Who have you left to deputise for you 
over the people of the valley [Makkah ]? 9 said 'Umar. Ibn Abza; he said. ‘And who is ibn Abza? 9 he said. 
‘One of our freed slaves; he said. *You left a freed slave as your representative? 9 he said. 'He is a reader 

of Qur'an and knowledgeable about inheritance; he said. 1 Umar said, 'Verily your Messenger , said, 
'Surely Allah raises a people by this bookand lowers others . J 
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Sayyidina Abu Sa’eed reported that Allah's Messenger ($&&) narrated: The Lord, Blessed and High , 
says, Lie whom the Quran keeps occupied from My remembrance and from supplicating Me, (must know 
that) I grant him better than that which I give the supplicants. And the excellence of Allah } s words over all 
other expressions is like the excellence of Allah over His creation. ” 
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Narrated Abu Musa Al-AsWari\ 
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Allah s Messenger (£*£&,) said, "The example of a Believer who recites the Quran, is that of a citron which 
smells good and tastes good; And the example of a Believer who does not recite the Quran, is that of a 
date which has no smell but tastes sweet; and the example of a hypocrite who recites the Quran, is that of 
an aromatic plant which smells good but tastes bitter; and the example of a hypocrite who does not recite 
the Quran, is that of a colocynth plant which has no smell and is bitter in taste." 

And in another narration, the wording is ‘evil doer ’ [fajir] instead of hypocrite 
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Narrated Anas ibn Malik: 

The Prophet ($$$*) said: A believer who recites the Qur'an is like a citron whose fragrance is sweet and 

whose taste is sweet , a believer who does not recite the Qur'an is like a date which has no fragrance but 
has sweet taste, a profligate who recites the Qur'an is like basil whose fragrance is sweet but whose taste 
is bitter, and the profligate who does not recite the Qur'an is like the colocynth which has a bitter taste and 
has not fragrance . A good companion is like a man who has musk; if nothing of it goes to you, its 
fragrance will (certainly) go to you; and a bad companion is like a man who has bellows; if its (black) 

root does not go to you, its smoke will (certainly) go to you. 
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'A'isha reported Allah's Messenger ($&) (as saying): One who is proficient in the Qur'an is associated 
with the noble, upright, recording angels; and he who falters in it, and finds it difficult for him, will have a 

double reward. 

In another narration it states ‘the one who when he reads it and finds it difficult . 
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b has been reported on the authority of Abu Dharr [ra] who said, 7 said, ‘O Messenger of Allah > 
advise me. ’He said, ‘Have taqwa of Allah, for surely it is the crux of the whole matter. ’ ‘Give me more, I 
said. He said, ‘Recite the Qur ’an for it will be light for you on the earth and a treasure for you in the 

Heavens. ’ 


Ibn Dharis and Abu Ya ’la also narrated it with the following wording on the authority of Abu Sa ’id al- 
Khudhri [ra] who said, a man came to the Prophet and said, ‘O Messenger of Allah, advise me. ’ He 

said, Have taqwa of Allah for it gathers up all good.' And, 'Remember Allah, read the Qur 'an and make 
Jihad for it is the monasticism of the Muslims and it is your light on earth and it will lead you to be 
mentioned in the Heavens. And limit your tongue to only saying good, by doing that you will overcome 
shaytan. ’ 
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It has been reported on the authority of Jabir [ra], that the Messenger of Allah , said, 'The Qur’an 

will be an intercessor and a mediator, a confirmed advocate. Whoever places it in front of him will be 
guided by it to the Garden and whoever places it behind his back, it will drive him to the Fire. ’ 
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Abu Umama said he heard Allah's Messenger (fL$a)say: Recite the Qur'an, for on the Day of 

Resurrection it will come as an intercessor for those who recite It. Recite the two bright ones, al-Baqara 
and Surah Al 'Imran, for on the Day of Resurrection they will come as two clouds or two shades, or two 
flocks of birds in ranks, pleading for those who recite them. Recite Surah al-Baqara, for to take recourse 
to it is a blessing and to give it up is a cause of grief and the magicians cannot confront it. (Mu' aw iy a 
said: It has been conveyed to me that here Baiala means magicians). 
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It was reported from Sahl bin Mu'adh Al-Juhani, from his father, that the Messenger of Allah .flfSc 
said. Whoever recites the Qur'an and acts upon it, then his parents will be given crowns to wear on the 
Day of Judgment; the light (on these crowns) will be brighter than the light of the Sun in one of the houses 

of this world if it were among you. So what do you think (will be the rewards) of the one who actually did 
the act?" 
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It has been reported on the authority of Abdullah Bin Burayda al-Aslami from his father [ra], that the 
Messenger of Allah, said, ‘The one who reads the Qur’an, studies it and acts upon it, will be made to wear 
a crown of light with the brightness of the sun and his parents will be endowed in two robes the like of 
which do not exist in this world. ’ They will say, 'For what have we been dressed? ’ It will be said, ‘By your 
child’s holding to the Qur 'an 
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Sayyidim Abu Huraira (RA) reported that the Prophet (SAW) said: On the Day of resurrection the man of 
the Qur •an (who is devoted to it deeply) will come and the Qur'an will say, "O Lord! Let him have a pair 
of garments. ” He will be made to wear a crown of honour. It will say, “O Lord, increase it. So ie wi e 
made to wear a robe of honour. Then it will say “O Lord, be pleased with him.” So, He will be pleased 
with him. It will be said, ‘‘Recite and ascend (a rank) ”, with every verse a piety will be added. 
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Sayyidina Abdullah ibn Amr (RA) reported that the Prophet (SAW) said: The man of the Qur an (who has, 
memorised it) will be told, " Recite and ascend. Recite gently with pauses as you used to reci e gen y

He got them to recite the Qur’an and each man of them recited whatever he had of the 
Our ’an (in memory). He came to a man among them, the youngest of them in years and asked him, What, 
do you have of the Qur ’an with you, O so-and-so? ’’ He said, “/ have this and that and surah al-Baqarah. 
He asked him “Oh, do you have surah al-Baqarah? ’’ He said, ‘Yes. ’ The Prophet (SA W) said, Go. You 
are their amir. ” Then a man of the nobles among them remaked, “By Allah, nothing prevented me from 
'earning al-Baqarah but that I was apprehensive that I might not be able to recite it in salah (in 
aha/iud) ’’ Allah’s Messenger (SA W) said, “Learn the Qur ’an and recite it. The example of the Qur’an for 
me who 'learns it, recites it and stands in salah with it is like a bag full of musk, its fragrance spreading in 
very corner. And the example of one who learns it but goes to sleep while it is in his heart is like a bag of 

nusk tied close (at its mouth). ’’ 
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It has beer, reported on the authority of 'Amr ibn 'Abdullah ibn al-As [ra], that the Messenger of Allah 
X-& said, ‘Whoever reads the Qur’an, he has embodied [the meaning ofJ Prophethood except that he has 
not received revelation. It is not appropriate for thepossessor of Qur ’an to change with every new thmg or 
be overcome by ignorance while the Word of Allah is inside him. 
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On the authority of ‘Abdullah ibn Amr fra], the Messenger of Allah XsX • said, ‘The fast and the Qur an 
will intercede for the slave. The fast will say, ‘O my Lord, I prevented him from food and his desires 
during the day and so accept my intercession for him. ’ The Qur’an will say, ‘I prevented him from sleep by 
night. ’ And thus will they be granted intercession. ’
